NORTH  CAROLINA  REGISTER 

The  North  Carolina  Register  is  published  bi-monthly 
and  contains  information  relating  to  agency,  executive, 
legislative  and  judicial  actions  required  by  or  affecting 
Chapter  150B  of  the  General  Statutes.  All  proposed,  ad- 
ministrative rules  and  amendments  filed  under  Chapter 
150B  must  be  published  in  the  Register.  The  Register 
will  typically  comprise  approximately  fifty  pages  per 
issue  of  legal  text. 

State  law  requires  that  a  copy  of  each  issue  be  pro- 
vided free  of  charge  to  each  county  in  the  state  and  to 
various  state  officials  and  institutions.  The  North  Carolina 
Register  is  available  by  yearly  subscription  at  a  cost  of 
one  hundred  and  five  dollars  ($105.00)  for  24  issues.

ADOPTION,  AMENDMENT,  AND  REPEAL  OF 
RULES 

An  agency  intending  to  adopt,  amend,  or  repeal  a  rule 
must  first  publish  notice  of  the  proposed  action  in  the 
North  Carolina  Register.  The  notice  must  include  the 
time  and  place  of  the  public  hearing;  a  statement  of  how 
public  comments  may  be  submitted  to  the  agency  either 
at  the  hearing  or  otherwise;  the  text  of  the  proposed 
rule  or  amendment;  a  reference  to  the  Statutory 
Authority  for  the  action  and  the  proposed  effective  date. 

The  Director  of  the  Office  of  Administrative  Hearings 
has  authority  to  publish  a  summary,  rather  than  the 
full  text,  of  any  amendment  which  is  considered  to  be 
too  lengthy.  In  such  case,  the  full  text  of  the  rule  con- 
taining the  proposed  amendment  will  be  available  for 
public  inspection  at  the  Rules  Division  of  the  Office  of 
Administrative  Hearings  and  at  the  office  of  the  pro- 
mulgating agency. 

Unless  a  specific  statute  provides  otherwise,  at  least 
30  days  must  elapse  following  publication  of  the  pro- 
posal in  the  North  Carolina  Register  heiore  the  agency 
may  conduct  the  required  public  hearing  and  take  ac- 
tion on  the  proposed  adoption,  amendment  or  repeal. 

When  final  action  is  taken,  the  promulgating  agency 
must  file  any  adopted  or  amended  rule  for  approval  by 
the  Administrative  Rules  Review  Commission.  Upon  ap- 
proval of  ARRC,  the  adopted  or  amended  rule  must  be 
filed  with  the  Office  of  Administrative  Hearings.  If  it 
differs  substantially  from  the  proposed  form  published 
as  part  of  the  public  notice,  upon  request  by  the  agen- 
cy, the  adopted  version  will  again  be  published  in  the 
North  Carolina  Register. 

A  rule,  or  amended  rule  cannot  become  effective 
earlier  than  the  first  day  of  the  second  calendar  month 
after  the  adoption  is  filed  with  the  Office  of  Ad- 
ministrative Hearings  for  publication  in  the  NCAC. 

Proposed  action  on  rules  may  be  withdrawn  by  the 
promulgating  agency  at  any  time  before  final  action  is 
taken  by  the  agency. 

TEMPORARY  RULES 

Under  certain  conditions  of  an  emergency  nature, 
some  agencies  may  issue  temporar\'  rules.  A  temporary 
rule  becomes  effective  when  adopted  and  remains  in 


effect  for  the  period  specified  in  the  rule  or  180  days 
whichever  is  less.  An  agency  adopting  a  temporary  rule 
must  begin  normal  rule-making  procedures  on  the  per 
manent  rule  at  the  same  time  the  temporary  rule  i; 
adopted. 

NORTH  CAROLINA  ADMINISTRATIVE  CODE 

The  North  Carolina  Administrative  Code  (NCAC)  is 
a  compilation  and  index  of  the  administrative  rules  oi 
25  state  agencies  and  38  occupational  licensing  boards 
The  NCAC  comprises  approximately  15,000  letter  size 
single  spaced  pages  of  material  of  which  approximate 
ly  35%  is  changed  annually.  Compilation  and  publica 
tion  of  the  NCAC  is  mandated  by  G.S.  150B-63(b). 

The  Code  is  divided  into  Titles  and  Chapters.  Each 
state  agency  is  assigned  a  separate  title  which  is  fur 
ther  broken  down  by  chapters.  Title  21  is  designatec 
for  occupational  licensing  boards. 

The  NCAC  is  available  in  two  formats. 

(1)  Single  pages  may  be  obtained  at  a  minimum 
cost  of  two  dollars  and  50  cents  ($2.50)  for  IC 
pages  or  less,  plus  fifteen  cents  ($0.15)  per  each 
additional  page. 

(2)  The  full  publication  consists  of  52  volumes 
totaling  in  excess  of  15,000  pages.  It  is  sup 
plemented  monthly  with  replacement  pages.  A 
one  year  subscription  to  the  full  publication  in 
eluding  supplements  can  be  purchased  foi 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750.00).  In- 
dividual volumes  may  also  be  purchased  with 
supplement  service.  Renewal  subscriptions foi 
supplements  to  the  initial  publication  available

The  pennit 
may  be  used  only  by  the  landholder,  ex- 
cept that,  upon  written  request  of  the 
landholder  and  when  it  is  conclusively 
determined  on  the  basis  of  information 
submitted  by  him  that  he  is  incapable  of 
accomplishing  the  ncccssan,  control  with- 
out help,  the  names  of  additional  persons 
may  be  entered  upon  the  pennit  by  the 
Executive  Director  as  authorized  users. 

(3)  Taking  Without  a  i'ennit.  I'xcept  as 
provided  in  Subparagraph  (1)  of  this  Par- 
agraph, a  landholder  may  take  wildlife 
except  migrator\  birds  and  (^ther  federally 
protected  animals  upon  his  own  land 
without  a  pennit  dunng  closed  season  on 
the  species  involved  only  when  such 
wildlife  is  in  the  act  of  damaging  or  de- 
stroying the  property  of  such  landholder.

gered or  threatened  species.  Such  license  sliall 
be  issued  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  five  dollars 
($5.00),  except  that  licenses  may  be  issued  to  re- 
presentatives of  educational  or  scientific  insti- 
tutions or  of  governmental  agencies  without 
charge.  Such  license  may  be  used  in  lieu  of  any

Such  records  shall  be  maintained  chrono- 
logically by  dates  of  deliverv'  of  specimens  to  the 
taxidermist  during  the  taxidermy  license  year, 
shall  be  retained  by  the  taxidermist  for  at  least 
one  year  after  the  termination  of  the  applicable 
taxidenny  license  year,  and  shall  be  made  avail- 
able for  inspection,  upon  request  by  any  agent 
of  the  Wildlile  Resources  Commission. 

(b)  The  records  required  by  the  United  States 
Eish  and  Wildlife  Service  under  its  taxidenny 
permit  regulations  for  migratory  game  birds  (50 
C.E.R.  21.24)  are  sufficient  to  satisfy  require- 
ments under  this  Rule.

(a)  Every  individual  operating  a  preservation 
facility  for  a  licensed  taxidennist  shall  be  listed 
on  the  sponsoring  taxidennist  s  annual  hccnse 
application  and  on  the  license  itself.  The  taxi- 
dermist shall  provide  the  operator  of  each  spon- 
sored preservation  facility  with  a  copy  of  the 
taxidermy  license  which  shall  serve  as  a  permit 
authorizing  the  facility  to  possess  wildlife  owned 
by  another.  The  purpose  of  this  possession  shall 
be  to  provide  temporary'  storage  for  wildlife  spe- 
cimens accepted  for  taxidenny  purposes.  Pres- 
ervation facility  operators  are  not  authorized  to 
process,  skin,  or  conduct  any  regulated  taxidermy 
acti\itics. 

(b)  Before  an  individual  operating  a  preserva- 
tion facility  accepts  deliNciy  of  any  wildlife  he 
must  ascertain  that  the  wildlife  was  lawfully  taken 
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and  shall  keep  written  records  as  specified  in  Rule 
.1003  of  this  Subchapter. 

(c)  The  prescr.'ation  facility  and  its  records 
shall  be  accessible  for  inspection  upon  request 
by  any  agent  of  the  Wildlife  Resources  Commis- 
sion. 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  spon- 
soring taxidermist  to  ensure  that  each  preserva- 
tion facihty  listed  on  his  license  is  operated  in 
compliance  with  all  rules  governing  this  activity.
